her love for Albert refilted every effort o! the ab-

** Mean while Conrad did not flip this oppor- 
tunity to complete his plan, which, by the dying 
words of his uncle, had been fo nearly defeated. 
He fecured the will, and corrapted the nurie by 
promiics and bribes, never to reveal what the had 
heard and feen; at the fame time be half perfuad- 
ed the coating Old woman, that it was only the 
effect of delirium in the deceafed. This idea was 
bat too weil .upported Sy the firft queition Matil- 
da aked, who exdlaimed, as the came to herfelf ;

The artfal] Conrad 
affurea her that nothing ot the kind had paffed, 
telling her, tht her father had only mentioned 
Alberc’s name, wo curle him; and with his laf 
breath, had commanded her to take the veil at 
the expiration of the week. Al! ths the perjored 
nurie confirmed. Matilda, being now pertealy 
recovered, mw the horrors of her fit-auon: It 
was in vaie for her to deny what they afferted, or 
remonttrate againit their combined perfidy. She 
was foon, by force re-conveyed to her nunnery, 
ina fate of mind, much eafier to imagine, than 
cefcribe. 

** Oa her return to the convent, the was more 
than ever attacked by Therela’s perfecation, who 
urged, with increafed vehemence, the pretended 
potisive commands of her dying father; aad by 





the advice of Conrad, ufed feverities of a con- 
ventual difcipline, which almott robbed the de- 
voted viGtin of her reafon ; the crac! abbels fill 
pleading that religion juttified her condu&. Can 
it be wondered, that uch cruel treatment fhoaid . 
at length diiturb the piety and faith of the fuffer- 
ing Mutilda? Aad induce her to exclaim, with 
preiumptuous oitternefs, againit the holy in{titu- 
tions of our church, and brand the -facred ordi- 
nances of our religion with anjult fufpicioas.

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The Reatucky Gazette of the 12th of May, 
comajus the lolowimg information, viz. A pri- 
that was taken by the Indians the week be- 
fore taut, has made his efcape. Heintorms, that 
he wes tikea Dy fifteen Indians, and kept iéveral 
days inthe icttlemeat, during which time the In- 
diacs cbliged him to call families out of their hou- 
fes, while they lay in ambuth, to murder them 
whenever they fhould appear ; happily it bad not 
the intended eifect. Part of the Indians were 
Delawares, and the balance Shawanele: they told 
lim taey did not intend taking prifoners, except 
Negroes, which they could fell at Detroit for two 
kepsof Taffy, aad withed him to conduct them 
to where they could get Negroes ; bat he inform- 
ed them he knew of no place where there were 
Negroes, but what was alfo flrongly defeaded with 
white meu--they informed him chat a number of 
their men were encamped near the Ohio, on the 
other fide.—-Whea they got near the Ohio, they 
ihewed figns of fear, lealt the Kentuckians had 
gone forward to the Ohio, to intercept them, and 
ftopta few miles on this fide to wait til! sight and 
crois before day. Inthe courfe ot the night ome 
the ladians were afleep, he loofed himfe! » by 
chewing the cords with which he was samt ag and 
which were made of raw leather, and made his 
eicape. 
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Concord, June 13.—On Sunday laf, in the af- 
ternvon, while people were attending public wor- 
thip, Mr. Benjamin Davis, of this town put an 
end to his lite, by hanging himfelf with a fkein of 
yarn, made fait to afpike, which was drove intoa 
beamin the chamber.
